We, the united Baptist churches in the State of Mississippi, having teen 
larly dismissed by letter from the following Associations, viz: Aber- 
deen, Chickasaw, and Bear Creek, have united for the purpose of maintain- 
ing and keeping the order and Rules of an Association, according to tlhe fol- 
Jowing plan: : 3 

Art. 1. This Association shall be composed ot members chosen by the 
different churches in ont Union, who on producing letters from their re- 

ive churches, certifying their election, shall be entitled to seats. 

Aart. 2. The letters from the churches are to express No. i 
and female members, No. of colored members, time of meeting, No. baptized, 
received by baptism, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded or dead since the 
last Association, the name of the pastor and postoffice. 

Art. 3. The members thus chosen, and convened, shall be known as the 
Jupson AssociaTion, who shall have no power to Lord it over God’s herit- 
age, or infringe on any of the internal rights of the churches in union, but 
shall be advisory council, for the common benefit of all the churches, and 
the furtherance of the cause of our Redeemer.

Arr. 4. Every church in the Union ‘shall be entitled to three delegates, 
and one additional delegate for every hundred members above one hundred. 
Should any church neglect to represent herself, she shall state the reason in 
her letter to the next Association. " 

Arr. 5. New churches may be admitted into this body, who petition by 
letter and delegates.

Art. 6. The Association shall be governed by Rules of Decorum, of their 
own adoption. \ 

Art. 7. This Association shall Annually elect a Moderator from among 
themselves, whose duty it shall be to see that the Bules of Deborum are 
observed, and take the voice of the Association on all questions pro rly 
brought before it. "Also a Clerk shall be elected whose duty it shall be to 
take correct minutes of the acts of the Association. ie

Art. 10. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a majority of 
the members present, except in the reception and dismission of churches, 
which shall be unanimous.

Art. 14. This Constitu:ion may be altered or amended at any time by 
two-thirds of the churches composing the body.
